FRENCH CABINET, 


Its Stability to Be Tested at 
To-Day's Meeting. 


M. Clemenceau Confident That It 
Will Go to Pieces Soon. 


Threatened Demonstrations in 
Favor of Gen. Boulanger. 


The German Crown Prince’s Malady—De- 
mands of the Belgian Workingmen— 
Cuban Claims—Serious Panic in a Church 
in Hungary—The Fishery Troubles Dis- 
cussed in the Dominion Senate—Affairs 
in China and Japan—Foreign News. 


Special Cablegram tothe Post-Dispatch. 

Lonpoxn, May 31.—The Paris correspondent 
of the Times, speaking of the new French 
Cabinet, says: Whether the Cabinet will last 
will be seen at the very first sitting on Tues- 
day (to-day). If it then commands a major 
ity the same reasons will continue to give it 
one. If M. Clemenceau should rally all his 
followers, appeal to warlike patriotism against 
Gen. Boulanger’s overthrow, renounce the 
new Cabinet as betraying the Republic and ag 
making compacts with the reactionaries, and 
succeed in frightening the timid Cabinet, 
it may fall immediately. But if it 
withstands the shock, it may last for some 
months. Its troops will have stood firm with- 
out filmching, and if they etand firm a few 
months, they will be fortunate. Notwith- 
standing the difficulties which have arisen at 
the last moment, the Cabinet will possibly be 
gazetted to-day. so as to prevent any dem- 
onstration outside the operation at night. 
Those, bowever, who know the elements com- 
posing the Chamber, think that the Cabinet 
will be overturned at one. In that case the 
Ra dical momentum Will be all the greater, be- 
cause of the attempt to restrain it, and Gen. 
Boulanger’s re-entry would be more tri- 
umphantthan ever. The events of the next 
two days will thus be of exceptional gravity. 

THE CABINET. 

PaRIs, May 81.—President Grewy, it 
officially announced, has signed the foliowir 
Cabinet: Rouvier, Premier — lin 


Ferron, War; Barbey, Marine; Dau 
Public Works; Barbe, Agriculture. 
CAUSE OF uns REFUSAL. 


The refusal of Admiral Jeures to accept the 


office of Minister of Marine is attributed to a 
conversation he had with M. de Freycinet, 
who told him that a Cabinet headed by M. 
Rouvier must soon fall and that when it did he 
(De Freycinet) would form a ministry himself, 
which should include Admiral Jaures. 

A PROVISIONAL APPOINTMENT. 

M. Barber, the new Minister of Marine, is a 
Senator and was formerly in the navy. His 
appointment is only provisional. 

BOULANGER WILL BE THERE. 

It is affirmed that although Gen. Ferron, the 
Minister of War, will now preside at the com- 
ing fete at the Opera-house, which was looked 
forward to as demonstration in favor of 
Gen. Boulanger, t 6 latter still intends to be 
present and in’ the uniform of a general, 
Anxiety is expressed lest his presence may re- 
sultin some disturbance. 

PREMIER ROUVIER’S STATEMENT. 

M. Rouvier’s statement to the Chamber of 
Deputies of his policy will be brief. He wily 
urge financial reform and retrenchment.» The 
new budget will be prepared in accordance 
with the recent vote ofthe Chamber. He will 
maintain the Goblet Cabinet’s military bills. 
He willalso announce the determination of 
the ministry to resign unless they obtain a ma- 
jority of the Republican votes in the Cham- 


sig GEN. BOULANGER’S ORDER. 

Gen. Boulanger, upon retiring from the 
Ministry of War issued an order of the day, 
thanking those who co-operated with him to 
place the country's defences in a condition to 
stand any test, and urging the officers of the 
army to show devotion to their professional 
duties and fidelity to the Constitution and 
laws. In conclusion he says: ‘‘Ishall be the 
first among you to give an example of both 
military and republican discipline.’’ 

GEN. FERRON’S ORDER. 

Gen. Ferron, upon assuming the duties of 
the War Office, also issued an order of the 
day, in which he says: ‘‘I count upon the 
absolute devotion of all, and am confident thas 
the various arms of the service will continue 
to resolutely progress. The armies which sur- 
round us continue to increase in military 
training,and for us to remain stationary would 
be a backward step which would seriously im- 
peril the country’s interests. Like my prede- 
cessors, Ishall unremittingly pursue a policy 
of military reform, and shall devote my whole 
time to increasing the defensive forces of 
France and the Republic.’’ 


M. Rouvier read his statement in the Cham- 
ber of Deputies this afternoon. He also said

LONDON, May 81.—A private letter from a 
prominent Berlin gentleman says that the 
throat malady of the Crown Prince is generally 
regarded as more serious than the public have 
been given to understand. It will take three 
weeks of the present treatment to determine 
whether he can be permanently cured. Al- 
though Prof. Virchow, by means of microscop- 
ical examination, has determined that there is 
no cancerous growth, yet it is feared that 
it may develop into that terrible disease. | The 
Prince cannot eat any solid food and is for- 
bidden to talk. He writes on a slate all the 
communications he has tomake. There is a 
superstition throughout Germany that the 
©Crown Prince will never succeed to the 
throne. 
THE PRINCE’S NARROW ESCAPE. 
The Pali Mail Gazette of last evening gave 
. the following account of the Crown Prince’s 
narrow escape from a most dangerous surgi- 
cal experiment. It says: Few people 
ate fully aware of the liable if not certain 
catastrophe which has been averted by 
Dr. Mackenzie’s sudden trip to Berlin 
and of the narrow shave which the Crown 
Prince has really had, mainly in consequence 
ot the loss of a cipher. The Crown Princess 
seems to have telegraphed to Her Majesty in 
cipher to send Dr. Mackenzie. The Queen had 
mislaid the key and a fuller message had to be 
sent. Some time consequently elapsed before 
Dr. Mackenzie received his commands. On 
his arrival at Berlin he found Prof. Bergmann 
and six other medical men preparing, with 
the aged Emperor’s full approval, to perform 
the terrible operation of thyrotomy—not 
tracheotomy, as the French papers have it— 
for the supposed cancer. The operation is 
usually fatal and as it involves the severing of 
the thyroid cartilage, it invariably 

DEPRIVES THE PATIENT OF EIS VOICE, 

as it did in the case of the well-known bar- 
rister, Montague Williams. The doctors were 
willing to defer to our English specialist, but 
doubted the possibility of removing a portion 
of the growth so far down the throat. How- 
ever, in a few seconds’ operation by means of 
reflection in a looking-glass, Dr. Mackenzie 
had the good fortune to bring away two-thirds 
ofit. The analysis by Prof. Virchow proved 
that there was no cancer, and the Orown 
Prince was not only saved the operation, but 
is, moreover, much cheered by the pros- 
pect of ultimate recovery, which 
will not improbably take place under 
Dr. Mackenzie’s own auspices. Dr. Macken- 
zie will leave England at an early date on his 
second visit to the Crown Pripce. After an 
absence of nine days, durtag which time much 
honor was conferrys? upon the whole of the 
English medical profession in the person of 
Dr. Morrell *Sackenzie, two palaces and a 
country residence at Petsdam being placed 
at his disposal, and the greatest friend- 
Ilmess and courtesy being shown to 
him by every one of the royal 
family, Dr. Mackenzie reached town on 
Friday. On Saturday he was sent for by the 
Prince of Wales, with whom he remained at 
Marlborough House for about half an hour. 
The Prince made the most minute and anxious 
inquiries about his brother-in-law.’’

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THE BELGIAN STRIKES. 


Effects of the Labor Outbreaks on Politics— 
Ihe Workingmen’s Demands. 
Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, May 381.—The present strikes of 
thousands of workmen in Belgium relates just 
as much to the general political situation as to 
any question of labor. The workingmen’s 
convention which met in Brussels yesterday 
makes the following demands: 

1. Universal suffrage. 

2. The separation of Church and State. 

8. The equality of military service. 

4. Labor legislation. 

The principal question of all is that of suf- 
frage. Although the anarchist appears here asin 
almost all other assemblages of striking work- 
ingmen, yet there have been but few repeti- 
tions of the bloody scenes of last year. The 
new strike is far more regularly organized and 
‘more moderate than the former one. The 
Belgian Government has placed troops every- 
where to guard against any act of overt rebel- 
lion. 

The French are much agitated over reports 
from Berlin to the effect that Germany is con- 
templating interference. in the matter. The 
French see in this only a plan of Prince Bis- 
marck to advance upon their own country by 


a new route. 
MINERS RESUMING WORE. 


BRUSSELS, May 81.—The miners in the Liege 
district have resumed work. In the Borinage 
and Center districts at Charleroi very few of 
the strikers have returned to work. 

FACTORY ENGINEERS’ STRIKE. 

The syndicate of factory engineers of this 
district have joined the strike, although the 
Brussels Federation had advised them not to. 
M. Anseele, the leader of the Ghent Socialists, 
is also opposed to the decision of the synai- 
cate.

The United States Pressing the Spanish Gov- 
‘ ermment for Their Payment, 
Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

Lonpon, May 81.—A Madrid correspondent 
says: The United States is again pressing the 
government at Madrid to pay several million 
dollars for damages claimed by former Cubans 
who have since become naturalized American 
citizens, and whose property was sequestrated 
while they were still subjects of Spain in con- 
sequence of their participation in the different 
rebellions. The confiscation was completed 
before the naturalization took place. Spain 
has already paid several millions of dollars 
awarded under such claims by the Washing- 
ton Arbitration Commission. 

Senor Moro in the Cortes yesterday, stated 
that the Spanish and American Governments 
were negotiating about enormous claims 
against Cuba which the Colonial Treasury wa 
utterly unable to pay without the assistance of 
the mother country. As a matter of fact the 
claims of the French residents in Spain and of 
the Americans in Cuba for damages suffered 
at the hands of the Government authorities or 
from their troops during the civil wars, are 
the only ones which have ever been admitted 
and paid by the Madrid Government. 


THE FISHERY TROUBLES. 


An Important Discussion of the Question in 
the Dominion Senate. 


OTTAWA, Ontario, May 81.—In the Senate last 
evening, Mr. Power moved that in opening 
this House, it is the duty of the Government of 
Canada to see that in any arrangement ,for the 
admission of United States fishermen to the ter- 
ritorial waters of Canada, which may be entered 
into between the Governments of Great 
Britain and the United States, special pro- 
vision shall be made that fishermen of the 
latter country, when within the waters of 
Canada, shail be subject to the laws and 
regulations by which Canadian fishermen 


are for the time being governed. He strongly 
condemned the unfair ie! in which Canada 
has been treated by the United States in re- 
guard to the interpretation put on article 21 of 
the Washington treaty by placing a duty on 
cans containing fish. The Government of 
Canada should close up any avenues of mis- 
construction by the United States which had 
proved such a grievance in the past. 

Senator Haythorn of Prince Edward Island, 
urged an increase in the number of the fish- 
ery police. The American people, he said, 
notwithstanding their energy and intel- 
ligence, were dificult people to negotiate 
with. Ifanother fishery treaty were to be 
concluded, the Government should see that 
the rights of Canada were respected under it. 

Mr. Abbott, leader of the Government, said 
he was glad to see tbat the fishery question 
was looked upon as of great importance by 
both political parties. The question 
raised by Senator Powers was very 
much like the question raised after 
the Fortune Bay affair. The American 
fishermen, in that case undoubtedly broke the 
laws of Newfoundland, which the Canadian 
fishermen were bound to respect. Her 
Majesty's Government took the view that the 
law ought to be observed by all alike. If that 
was disputed by the American Government it 
was equally maintained by the British Govern- 
ment. The Dominion Government would 
bring this matter before the Imperial authori- 
ties to see that the rights of Canada were 
maintained. The motion was unanimously 
adopted. 

NO MORE MIXED MARRIAGES. 

TORONTO, Ontario, May 31.— Archbishop 
Lynch has issued the following order to all the 
priests in his diocese in Ontario: ‘‘You will 
please announce to your people that we have 
determined to grant no dispensations for 
mixed marriages when the woman is a non- 
Catholic. Experience of many years has 

roved that a Protestant mother cannot raise 

er children Catholics, and she is thus unable 
to comply with the essential condition on 
which such dispensation is granted. They 
may apply to Rome direct, if they will.’’

BLOODLESS BATTLE. 


A SHORT BUT LIVELY SKIRMISH IN JUSTICE 
RYAN’S COURT THIS MORNING, 


Mr. John D. Johnson Characterizes the Suit 
Against Fernow as a Piece of Black - 
mail—The Lie Passes—Chairs Brandished 
and a Copy of the Revised Statutes 


Brought Into Requisition—The Cause of 
the Trouble—A Pretty Bow. 


The case of Joseph Maas against J. A. W. 
Fernow, the druggist, who gained some noto- 
riety as having sold the chloroform that work- 
ed off thé unfortunate Preller, was called in 
the court of Justice Ryan this morning. The 
plaintiff's case is somewhat vague- 
ly set out in the following complaint: 

Joseph Maas, plaintiff, vs. J. A. W. Fernow, 
defendant. 

Plaintiff states that on or about June, 1, 1886, 
one Dora —— became indebted to him, and 
said Dora agreed to pay and plaintiff agreed 


to receive payment of said indebtedness in 
board and lodging. 

That afterw the defendant Fernow thy 
came acquainted with the said Dora, who be- 
came an inmate of the house occupied by the 
defendant, and when plaintiff calied at said 
house and demanded payment from said Dora 
the defendant Fernow became angry and 
much displeased at his „ there f that 
plaintiff calied upon said Dora several times, 
and demanded payment of said indebtedness 
but was invariably met with excuses of various 
kinds and asked to grant further time. 

That afterwards, to wit, about October 1. 
1886 the defendant Fernow became so anxious 
and solicitous concerning the frequent visits 

— to said house for the purpgse of 
orcing the performance of said 
DORA’S CONTRACT 
with plaintiff that he used very offensive and 
violent language and threatened to kick plain- 
tiff out of doors if he ever entered the prem-

Dora, and plaintiff further says, that in pursu- 
ance of said agreement and promise made to 
him + the defendant Fernow, he has ever 
since then ceased to further annoy, displease, 
harrass or worry the defendant by visiting the 
said Dora, by reason of which and tbe prem- 
ises the defendant has become and is indebted 
tohiminthe sum of $70 being the amount of 
seven monthly instalments of $10 each for 
which and his costs he asks judgment. 
JOSEPH MAAS, plaintiff. 

When the case was called the plaintiff asked 
acontinuance on the ground that an import- 
ant witness was absent. As this was the 
second setting of the case, the defendant’s 
attorney, Mr. John D. Johnson, objected, and 
characterized the suit as 

AN ATTEMPT AT BLACKMAIL. 

At the application of this uncomplimentary 
term, Mr. Chas. Hamm, the attorney for Mr. 
Maas, jumped to his feet and advanced 
toward Mr. Johnson in a threatening attitude. 
Mr. Johnson could hardly have chosen a more 
favorable position had he been anticipating 
the attack which his eloquence invited. He 
stood with his right hand resting on the table 
which is at a right angle with and joining 
Judge Ryan’s desk. To the other side of the 
table and deployed so as to move upon his flank 
was the advancing and hostile Hamm. Mr. J. 
A. W. Fernow was to Mr. Johnson’s rear and 
acting as a reserve. As if by a preconcerted 
signal, when Hamm moved from his position 
on Johnson’s right Haas, the plaintiff, who 
was facing Johnson and separated from Hamm 
by Judge Ryan’s desk, threw his forces into an 
attitude of defense, with his hand under his 
coat as if in search of a weapon, and in the 
form described in infantry tactics as position 
2 in the command, load. With the very 
first biush of hostile demonstration Mr. 
Johnson gathered a copy of the revised 
statutes that adorne the table to 
his right, and falling one pace to the 
rear so that he occupied a ground which would 
enable him to bear both upon the flank and 
front stood awaiting the command ‘‘fire.’’ 

It is very difficult: to arrive ata correct un- 
derstanding of the engagement without a dia- 
grain of the battle ground, but that subsequent 
description may be clear it will 
be necessary in a resume of a 
line or so to call the attention to 
the fact that after the explosion of the ‘‘black- 
mail’’ racket Mr. Johnson was the central 
figure of the picture preparing to repel 
boarders, while to his front was Maas like Ajax‘ 
defying the lightning, and the burly Hamm 
approaching on the plank. No opportunity 
could have been greater for the display of 
military genius. It was plainly evident thata 
divertissement was needed. 

‘*Whoever says Iam a blackmailer, lies, 
shouted Hamm, There were several witnesses 
in the room and their turmoil at the sudden 
aggressiveness of things added much to the 
warlike atmospbere. 

READY TO SHOOT. 

Little Mr. Maas mistaking the clamor of the 
visitors and the calls of his own cohorts asa 
demonstration of the enemy, called: If Mr. 
Johnson strikes me I shall shoot him.“ 

This threat upon the main body made it 
necessary to call up the reserve, and Mr. 
Fernow picked up the chair on which he had 
been sitting, and waving it wiidly over his 
head, stepped about with the martial 8 
toms of the legendary bull who visited the 
china shop. 

The whole scene was 
that it would require 
lingual photograp y to do it 
justice. Judge Ryan, with that immediate and 
masterly grasp of a dangerous situation which 
always characterizes his work, whether phy- 
sical or legai, stood up in his chair, and with 
a watchful hand upon his ammunition, which 
consisted of two marble paper-weights, did 
the only proper thing under the circum- 
stances. - 

He began to make a speech. Like that 
‘*something’’ inthe eye of old John Burns 
of Gettysburg,’’ which made the bravest re- 
spect it, there was inthe Judge’s face an ex- 
pression of ‘‘git thar, Eli’’ that calmed the 
turbulent elements into respectful silence. 

„Why, gentiemen, I am astonished,’’ began 
his Honor, and he proceeded with a most 
scathing rebuke. 

The advancing forces fell respectfully to 
their respective places and the clouds gently 
wafted on the breeze furnished by the judge 
quickl¥ disappeared. 

No blood was shed. Even a blow was not 
struck, but the scene demonstrated the possi- 
bilities of a justice court when invaded by 
genuine talent.

During his visit to New York, Mayor 
Francis and some of our party called on Mayor 
Hewitt, who gave some views that I think will 
be adopted. Mr. Hewitt received us very 
courteously, Some of the party remarked 
that the new Sunday law was enforced very 
strictly,as the visitors had occasion to re- 
mark. Nota saloon was opened in New York 
on Sunday, nor could youget a bottle of wine 
or beer at any hotel table inthe city. Mayor 
Hewitt said: ‘Yes, the law is strictly enforced. 
I think it is the duty of the Mayor to enforce 
the laws that are enacted. If they are bad laws 
let them be repealed, but so long as they are. 
on the books they should be enforced. When 
the Sunday law went into effect, they told me 
that it would kill the party to strictly enforce 
the law. I told them thatif the party couldn't 
stand the enforcement of the provisions it 
oughttodie then—by the execution of the 
law. I notified the police commissioners, 
who are my appointees, that the law must be 
enforced, orthey must make room for men 
who would see that it was enforced. On 
learning that Mayor Francis was just making 
his appointments for the coming four years 
Mayor Hewitt said: en I first came in 
oftice I was importuned to death by applicants 
for places and by their friends. After a week 
or two I hada circular letter prepared and 
mailed to every applicant and every person 
who had called on that business notifying 
them thatI only appointed heads of depart- 
ments, holding them responsible for al 9 
pointments under them. Ido not submit the 
names.of my appointments to the Council for 
confirmation. the nine appointments 
I made two were Republicans. It so hap- 
pens. If seven more competent Republicans 
were available for the other seven places I 
should have appointed them.’ When the sub- 
ject of vetoes was suggested Mayor Hewitt 
said: ‘I veto about one-fourth of the bills 
— by the Assembly; sometimes, indeed, 
hree-fourths. Let me see.’ He then went 
over to his desk, picking 
up two batches thumbed 
them over. ‘No; it’s other way 
to-day. I signed fifteen and vetoed five.’ 
Mayor Hewitt is very popular in New York, 
where his actions, believe, would be ap- 
proved if he assumed the powers of an auto- 
crat. It remains to be seen what lessons our 
Mayor will derive from the talk with New 
York’s brainy and determined executive.“ 


The City’s Credit. 


During his visit to New York Mayor Francis 
had several conferences with financial agents 
concerning the refunding of $4,399,000 
of the bonded ebt at 38% per 
cent. The good repu@tion of St. Louis had 


preceded him. The fact that the city has 
made good every obligation it ever entered 
into without delay gives it good creditin the 
money market. Already a sufficient loan has 
been madeto meet all the maturing bonds. 


Vacancies in the Water Department. 


Assessor-and-Collector-of-Water-Rates Tem- 
ple has revised his list of employes of the 
Water Department and forwaraed ſt to Mayor 
Francis for his approval. Eight Republicans

The Senate Holds a Brief Session—The Rail- :

JEFFERSON City, Mo., May 31.—The Senate 
was called to order by President pro tem.

on the Railroad Commissioners authority to 
enforce the provisions ofthe law. the other 
bill to embrace the question of freight rates 
and the regulations thereof. The Senate then 
adjourned. 

THE RAILROAD COMMITTEE, 

Senator Johnson of Montgomery, chairman 
of the Committee on Railroads, immediately 
rapped the committee to order after the ad- 


journment of the Senate. The committee 
took up Senator Parcher’s anti-free-pass bill 
and agreed to report it favorably. The 
bill is designed to prevent the issu- 
ance of free passes by railroad compa- 
nies to any person or persons whatever, 
except to persons in the actual employment of 
such railroads. Thé penalty for such viola- 
tion of the act by any such railroad company 
is a $500 fine, and any acceptance of a free pass 
2 the person so accepting it to a penalty 
of The bill declares the violation of the 
law as a misdemeanor, and authorizes the 
Railroad Oommissioners, whenever they 
have reason to 0bDelieve the law has 
been violated, to investigate the matter 
and report the result of such investigation to 
the proper rr or the Attor- 
ney-General. Neither Messrs. Newman nor 
Clark of the Missouri Pacific appeared before 
the committee as was expected.

A FIGHT PROBABLE, 


The Culmination of the Big May Deal in 
Wheat—Chances for Trouble. 


There was no little excitement on Change 
to-day over the culmination of the May deal 
in wheat. This morning the longs seemed dis- 
posed to do the fair thing by the shorts, 
and not put the market above 88 
cents, at which it has been held 
steadily for several days, and there was little 
talk among the shorts of fighting this price. 
If they don’t put the price above 88 cents, 
the longs should have no difficulty 
in effecting settlements, and from 
those who default collecting 5 per 
cent damages,’’ ma 
R. 8. McCormick & Co., who themselves are 
long a considerable amount. At that price 
they can establish a shipping price, but above 


that the shorts might fight them with some 
show of success.’’ Mr. 8. W. Cobb, whose 
firm are the longs’ brokers here, thought the 
shortage was about 400,000 to 500,000 bushels. 
do not know whether we will pay above 88 
cents for cash wheat or not,’’ he said, ‘‘but 
one thing sure is it won’t go below that price. 
Theyv’e got a good deal of cash 
to sell me, too. ‘This latter fact was estab- 
lished on the regular call, where cash {values 
are established, as 8, W. Cobb & Co. must 
have bought equal to 250,000 bushels cash No.

88 cents, and made afew sales. This jump- 
ing the price to 89 cents provoked the ire of 
the shorts, some of whom claimed they would 
have settled at 88 cents, but they wouldn't 
stand the cent raise. 8. W. Cobb said he un- 
derstood the shorts would contest the price. 
When the market was ons their way, 
he remarked, they called my customers 
on margins down to 79% cents on wheat 
bought above 87 to 88 cents. We put the mone 
up and never said a word. Now that weas 
them to pay a fair * they lay down and 
squeal. if they will settle at 890 I will not 
demand the 5 per cent pénalty, but if they re- 
fuse I will claim thesé damages.’’ Five per 
cent added to 8c would bring the price 
up to very near 9%3%cc.

PROVIDING FOR SPRINKLING. 


A Discussion of the Arrangements for Sprink-

In the opinion of the Board the macadam 
streets should be sprinkled about t 
times a day, but should be well 
sprinkled each time. Ifthe street was kept in 
otherwise fair condition there was 
no danger that it would in- 
ured by being well wet each time. 

he granite streets would not require so much 
water, but should be sprinkled about 
four times a day to the dust. 
On the asphaltum streets no more water 
should bethrown atany one time than what 
was barely sufficient to dampen the 
street. The present plan of washing 
the asphalt streets was condemned, as the 
dust gathers in one place and is made into 
pasty ols, in which the asphalt is worn 
away by the tires of passing ves 
hicles. The commissioners were of the 
opinion that the bad spots on Pine and Locust 
streets resulted from this, as they had 
every reason to believe that origin- 
ally the contractors yes down as 
ood a street as they could. Streets laid in 
uffalo, N. I., about the same time are still 
in good condition. The only material which 
could make any difference in the wear 
of the streets is the sand. but 
the Board was inclined to believe that the 
style of eprinkling was more responsibie 
than anything else. As to the terms 
of the contract nearly all the members 
favored letting them for this season only, as 
the undertaking was largely experimental. 
Col. Flad said he thought that the trial 
would soon convince everyone of the need of 

in sprinkling plugs instead of 
the re plugs. He said that 
should a street sprinkler have a ‘‘reducer’’ 
attached to a fire-plug, when an engine 
arrived several minutes would be lost 
in disconnecting it. Besides this 
consideration, he was convinced 
that a great deal of damage would be 
done while using the plugs for sprink- 
ling. It was also advised to make 
the contracts read ‘‘of thirty days“ 
instead of reckoning by the single day, as 
street sprinklers calculate ona ce n num- 
ber of rainy days in each monthand will allow 
for these in making the bids. 

The Board estimates that 15 days will be 
used in advertising for bids, drawing up the 
contracts, etc. he contracts must be 
awarded, bonds signed and the whole 
matter submitted to the Mayor for his 
Col. Flad calculates that the plan 
operation between July 
1 and The bills of contrac- 
tors are claims against the city 
for which some provision must be made by 
the Comptroller.

PITTSBURG, Pa., May 31.—The investigation 
of the Connellsville coke strike has been com- 
pleted by Messrs. Bailey and Carleton of the 
General Executive Board of the Knights of 


Labor. They will now submit the case to the 
Board. Upon their recommendation will de- 
pend, to a great extent, the settlement of the 
strike, which will affect directiy 18,000 men, 
and thousands more who have been thrown 
out of employment by the closing down of 
blast furnaces. They have studied the cause 
of the strike thoroughly. Conferences have 
been held with the strikers and the operators. 
As a result, along report will be sent to Phila- 
delphia, and a meeting of the Executive Board 
will be held, possibly this week, when final 
action will be taken in regard to the matter. 
The annual parade of the Miners’ and Mine- 
Laborers’ Amaigamated Association in the 
coke district took place at Scottdale yesterday 
There were 1,500 strikers in line. 


Outrage by Coke Strikers. 


SCOTTDALE, Pa., May 3&81.—Coke strikers 
made an attempt this morning to blow up a 
coal shaft at Davidson with dynamite. It was 
thrown down the shaft and exploded 


without injuring the men, although 
the sides of the shaft were dam- 
aged. The workmen quickly ran from the 
mine when they were fired upon by four men. 
More than a dozen shots were fired, but none 
of them took effect. The executive board of 
the Miners’ Association are new in session, 
considering the strike. It is thought meas- 
ures will be taken to secure a conference with 
the operators, and that the strike will be 
settled in a few days. 


Miners’ National Assembly. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., May 31.—Wm. H. Bailey of 
the General Executive Board, Knights of La- 
bor, and a number of delegates from the east- 
ern part of Pennsylvania left this morning for 


Cincinnati to attend the annual convention of 
the Miners’ National Assembly, No. 135, 
Knights of Labor. It has 60,000 members. 
Bailey will submit several recommenda- 
tions, viz.: Increasing the divisions from 
eleven to about twenty, the better 
to cover the present, and also additional, 
territory, especially inthe South and South- 
west; also that the passage ofa law making it 
compulsory where matters are éubmitted to 
arbitration that membership be forfeited if 
they refuse to abide bythe decision of the 
board they themselves have elected; also the 
establishing of a beneficiary fund to support 
families of dead members.

THE PEOPLE’S FORUM, 


Land Ownership. 


To the Editor of the Post- Dispatch: 

In a paragraph in your, issue of yesterday, 
referring to the decision of the United States 
Supreme Court in the Maxwell land-grant case, 
you justly observe that ‘‘any condition of the 


law in which a single individual becomes the 
owner of 2,500 square miles of land under any 
circumstances or by any titie is evidentl 
wrong.’’ In this statement I fully agree wit 
ou, and Itake it that you hold it to be wrong 
n principle, as well as against sound public 
policy and expediency. 

I apprehend that you hold it to be wrong for 
the reason that if one individual is permitted 
to acquire title to such vast tracts of land, the 
time may come when some other individual or 
individuals may be excluded from the owner- 
ship of a sufficiency of land on which to make 
a living for himself and those whom God has 
given him to provide a living for. 

But, from the frequent criticisms of, and an- 
imadversions on what are called Henry 
Georges land theories which appear 
in your oolumns, take it that 
you would see nothing wrong in a 
single individual owning one square mile 
of land, but that when he acquires 2,500 square 
miles of land it becomes a gigantic wrong. 

Now, if the principle of private ownership 
of land is right, how does the quantity of land 
a man may acquire a title to impair or destroy 
the rightfulness or correvtness of the prinoi- 
ple? If a man has a right to own a single acre 
of land, has he not the right to own a million 
acres? Holding to the dootrine of private 
ownership of land it is difficult to understand 
how you can escape its logical sequence. 

We, who hold to the land doctrine so ably 
and logically advocated by Henry vor be- 
lieve with the Post-DISPATCH that any aw or 
ey system which permits a single individual 
to become the owner of 2,500 square miles of 
land under any circumstances or by any title 
is evidently wrong, but not more wrong, ex- 
cept in degree, than the law or system which 
permits a single individual to own any smalier 
amount of land and grow rich off of the value 
created and added to it by the community.

A SCHOOL FLUBRY. 


Agitation Among the Teachers Over a 
Rumor—The Fuss an Idea Caused.

Again, last fall, Newman lost 
much of his crop by an incendary fire which 
was aleo alleged to have been the act of Bax- 
ter and some of his friends. Shortiy after the 
last affair, Newman meta man named Smith, 
an employe of Baxter, on the highway and got 
into a dispute over the affair. ewman shot 
Smith, seriously wounding him. Matters now 
began to get worse. eged threats were 
made and one evening, while Baxter was 
standing in his door foe ye toa little daugh- 
ter who was in the yard below him, some one 
shot at him from the orchard, thirty or forty 
1 The bullet struck Baxter in the 
reas 
INFLICTING A FATAL WOUND. 
Baxter fell out ot the door into the yard. 
Mrs. Baxter, who was drawing water at the 
well, hearing the shot, ran to her husband and 
succeeded in dragging him into the house, 
after which she went to the bell post and ran 
the farm bell until it was heard by severa 
neighbors who lived some distance away. 
When they arrived Baxter had breathed his 
last. The excited people gathered in crowds 
and began asearch which resulted in finding, 
at an apple tree thirty yards distant, foot- 
dag the impression of the butt of a gun at 
he foot of the tree, and marks of a nor 
some hard object in the crotch where it had 
2 been rested when the murderer took 
aim at his victim. The tracks were followed 


in the direction of Newman’s house until they 
disappeared in the highway. 
Newman was suspected and arrested, and it 
is alleged that an Enfield rifle was found in his 
ssession, the butt of which exactly fitted the 
ndentations found under tne apple tree. His 
shoes are also alleged to have fitted into the 
tracks in the soft ground. These, and other 
circumstantial evidence, together with the 
bad blood existing between the men, settled 
his guilt in the minds of the people, and he 
was sent to jail. Both parties have employed 
the most eminent counsel in the State, and 
the trial, if it comes off during this term of 
court, will bealong and bitterone. The be- 
lief among the people of Wetsel seems to be 
eneral that Newman is guilty, and the trial 
s attracting more attention than any affair of 
its kind ever occurring at this end of the State. 


MRS. SHIPPEN’S STRANGE STORY. 


The Sequel to a Scandal Which Created a 
Sensation in St. Louis. 


Mr. Joseph Shippen will be remembered as a 
master in chancery in St. Louis preceding the 
year 1875. He was a very sensitive and highly 
strung gentleman, and itis alleged that when 
rumor associated unpleasantly the name of Mra. 
Shippen with that of a prominent stove manu- 
facturer of this city the husband quietly with- 
drew his interests with a view ofa per- 


manent removal to Chicago. Perhaps the 
rumors were unkind, as rumors often 
are. The most serious allegation was that the 
lady and her admirer were booked for a voy- 
age to Europe on the same steamer. These 
reports are said to have formed the basis of 
Mr. Shippen’s refusal to live with his wife. 
Little bas been heard of the Shippens since 
they left St. Louis after the scandal referred 
to, which created a great sensation in St. Louis 
at the time. 
The following sequel to the story is taken 
trom the Chicago Herald of a late date: 
THE SEQUEL. 

Some three years ago Joseph n a 
lawyer, obtained a divorce from his wife, 
Elizabeth J. W. Shippen, for desertion. The 
wife made no defense. Judge Gardner heard 
the case, and by stipulation between the 
parties the wife was to receive $1,000 a year 
alimony and an equal amount for sup- 
port of her two daughters, Kathleen 
and Bertha, who were remain 
with their mother for three years, and return 
then to the custody of the father. Custody of 
the son was given to Mr. 1 2 but the boy 
refused to live with him. The three years ex- 
— in May last, but Mrs. Shippen was in 
zurope and neglected to observe the arrange- 
ment to return the children, and Shippen 
ceased paying alimony. Last November he 
filed a petition to be released from further ob- 
ligation on this account, Mrs. Shippen, from 
her retreat at the foot of the 
Swiss Alps, sent and filed, through 
her solicitors here, a somewhat sensational 
answer, stating she never deserted her hus- 
band, but that de refused to live 
with her and forced her to 
sign a contract by which she ed 
not to defend in the suit he afterward brought 
he agreeing to pay — * when he should 
etadecree.

for not the children, 
that Kathleen endure the 
rigorous climate of Chicago. She filed a peti- 
tion yesterday in the Superior Court, in which | 
she represents herself and children as living 
in Switzerland in extreme poverty.

The Guthrie Divorce. 


The Court of Appeals to-day affirmed the 
judgment of the Circuit Court in the Guthrie 
divorce case, in which the decree was granted 
to the wife, Sarah L. Guthrie, against 
Charles Guthrie, together with the 
custody of the child. The parties 
lived together for upwards of three years. 
Mrs. Guthrie charged her husband with habit- 
ual drunkenness and brutal treatment and 


mfailure to provide. The husband's defense was 


that he Mr appealed to his wife to 
return to him; that she deserted him when he 
was helpless, and that she disliked 
his relatives. He also alleged a 
condonation of previous offenses by the fact 
that his wife did return to him for the purpose 
of — bim. 

The testimony showed that he had a quarrel 
with his wife one day when he was intoxi- 
cated, and that he fell down stairs, v 

severe spinal injuries, which para- 
lyzed his limbs. At one time 
he sold off the household effects and 
for a tour afoot. Ohio his money gave out 
and he returned to this city nearly naked. It 
was shown that after his spinal injuries Mrs. 
Guthrie nursed him pettentiy and — tor 
thiee years, and that during that period he ex- 
hibited the same infirmities of temper he had 
exhibited in health. The return to a sick bus- 
band could not be construed as a condonation 
under such circumstances. 

The law is that cohabitation which will con- 
done past matrimonial offenses is conditioned 
upon future good behavior, and when the 
offenses are repeated after condonation the 
re make them a ground of divorce re- 
vives. 


The Ellis Habeas Corpus Case. 


The Ellis habeas corpus case was called up 
to-day in Judge Seddon’s court and the child, 
Amelia Mayer Ellis, was produced. This is 
the application of the father, Joseph Ellis, 


against the grandfather, Moritz Mayer. The 
mother died soon after the birth of the child 
andthe father alleges that he was indu 
by misrepresentations to 81 a deed 
0 adoption to the grandfather. He 
asks that the custody of the child may be 
awarded to him, and the grandfather has filed 
a return or answer setting forth that the deed 
of adoption was signed by the father in the 
presence of several. witnesses, including 
attorneys and relatives; that the mother was 
the only child ofthe respondent and having 
ample means he is fully qualified to care for 
the child in a proper manner. The father on 
his part states he is also able to care properly 
for the little girl. There are several witnesses 
in the case. 


A Verdict for the Exposition Board. 


The jury in the suit of Thos. Walsh, the

THE FIRST NEWS. 

The first telegram put on the wire at Pull- 
man giving the result of the race was one 
sent to the Posr- DISPATCH by its correspond 
dent, Mr. W. O. Steigers. He reached the 
telegraph operator after a long run through 
the wet grass, and builetined a brief descrip- 
tion of the race, giving result, distance by 
which winner led,and the time, which was 
then not officially announced. This news was 
immediately displayed in front of the Post- 
DisPaTca office and was the firstintimation St. 
Louisans had that Gaudaur was the winner. 
After he had sent his message to the Posr- 
DISPATCH, Mr. Steigers furnished the contents 
of his bulletin to the Associated Press, and it 
was then sent over the country. The last 
tick of this second message had died 
away several minutes when repre- 
sentatives of the Chicago afternoon papers 
rushed into the office, gasping for breath. 
When they discovered that the Post- DISPATCH. 
matter had been long since transmitted their 
indignation knew no bounds, and they abused 
the operator soundly for having, they said, 
„permitted a 9 300 miles away to 
receive the rst news of the 
race, while the Chicago papers, 
but eight miles distant were yet waiting for 
their signal. This news received by the 
POST-DISPATCH was tne first news of the race 
known by those outside the immediate specta- 
tors of the event.

Efforts of Kissane’s Friends to Mislead the 
Officer—The Ex-Forger Found on His 
Ranch Near Sonoma and Served With a 
Subpena in the Suit of the Chemical 
Bank of New York—No Action Taken by 
the Arkansas Autharities. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Disrartcu. 

SAN „ May %81.—Deputy United 
States Marshal Hopkins has just reported that 
he has served a subpwna on Wm. Kissane, 
alias Wm. K. Rogers, the once noted forger, 
who figured so prominently in the public 
press during the last six months. The sub- 
poœna is in a civilsuit brought by tne Uhemical 
Bank of New York City to recovera balance 
due the bank upon the forged paper passed 
upon it by Kissane and his associates many 
yearsago. The circumstances of that forgery 
and of Kissane’s subsequent life are so famil- 
lar that they need only to be briefly referred to 
now. It will be remembered that Kissane was 
a business man of Oincinnati. Financial 
troubles coming on him it was charged that he 
secured insurance upon worthless goods 
shipped by the steamer Martha Washington, 
and that with several other accomplices he 
managed it so that the steamer was set on fire 
when near Helena, Ark. She was burned to 
the water’s edge and several lives were lost. 
He and his accomplices were indicted in 
Helena for the crime, but forfeited their bail. 
In the meantime, as his business troubles 
pressed still more hardly upon bim, Kissane 
and several accomplices presented to the 
Chemical Bank in New York forged paper to 
the amount of some $16,000 and 

SECURED THE MONEY. 

The forgery was discovered on the following 
day, and Kissane and one of his accomplices 
were arrested, some $12,000 being recovered. 
Kissane was sentenced to along term in Sing 
Sing, but through the efforts of Wm. M. Ev- 
arts, then counsel for the insurance companies 
involved in the destruction of the Martha 
Washington, he was pardoned after making a 
confession of his share in that tragedy. Leav- 
ing prison he cast his fortunes with 
Walker in Nicaragua and was gaid to have 
done gallant service there. He escaped Walk- 
ers fate, and soon after, in 1858 or 1854, came to 
California, where his half-brother had already 
established himself as a prosperous lawyer. 
He made some lucky speculations in wining, 
married an estimable lady connected with the 
Haggin and Tevis families here, and some 
years ago bought a handsome ranch in Sonoma 
County, a visit to which has been described in 
the PosT-DISPATCH. Kissane took the name 
of Wm. K. Rogers on reaching California, and 
it does not appearthatany one — — his 
identity with the forger and incendiary Kis- 
sane until one Gen. Darr, formerly of New 
York, who had 

A PERSONAL GRIEVANCE AGAINST ROGERS 
exposed him as such a few months ago. 
When Kissane was tried and sentenced for the 
forgery it appears that he was tried only upon 
one of several indictments, and that these un- 
tried indictments are still standing against 
him in the New York courts. He sent alawyer 
named Harton to Helena and to New York to 
induce the District-Attorneys of those two 
counties to quash the indictments. Darr pro- 
tested and began the exposure. It appears 
that the Chemical Bank has been aware, for 
some years, of Kissane’s presence in 
California, and made offers to him 
upon payment of the balance of the 
stolen money, without interest, to let the mat- 
terdrop, but for some inexplicable reason 
considering his now comfortable fortune an 
his desire to avoid exposure, Kissane declined 
to pay over the , 000 or $5,000 due. It would 
appear, however, that the Chemical Bank has 
sued him in the United States Court here for 
the fall amount due, with interest, which it is 
understood now amounts to some $22,000. Sev- 
eral days ago it was reported that Kissane was 
sought on a requisition from the Governor of 
Arkansas, and that he had fied to Victoria, 
British Columbia. Inquiries at Little Rock do 
not show that an application for a requisition 
had been made, and there is no evidence that 
Kissane is now being sought on a criminal 
charge. 


KISSANE AT HOME. 

Marshal Hopkins reports that Kissane is not 
seciuded in Victoria, as supposed, but re- 
mains at hisranch nearSonoma. The officer 
went to Sonoma three days ago to serve a sub- 
pena upon him in the case of the Chemical 
Bank. Hopkins states that on arriving in 
town he began making inquiry among the 
citizens of that place as to where Kissane 
could be found. The answer invariably was 
that he had gone to British Columbia, coupled 
with a denunciation of his supposed persecu- 
tion. The deputy says, however, that he 
found Kissane at his ranch and served the 
paperson him. Hopkins says that other suits 
of a similar character will be begun in Sonoma 
County. He says the feeling against Kissane’s 
prosecutors is extremely bitter. 


The Case at Helena, Ark. 


HELENA, Ark., May 31.—Mr. Brundige, the 
Prosecuting-Attorney for this district, was 
questioned yesterday concerning the steps he 
had taken and contemplated taking in the ap- 
prehension of ‘‘Billy’’ Kissane. Mr. Brundige 


‘| said he had searched dilligently for the where- 


abouts of the witnesses, and had learned that 
most of the material ones were dead. 
As for the criminal branch of 
his case, Kissane might rest easy 


on that score. Mr. Brundige did not think 
anything could be done on the bond which was 
given to secure his appearance at the Phillips 
County Circuit Court, as time had outlawed 
the obligation of the bond. Gen. Dorr is still 
very active and persistent in his endeavor to 
have Kissane suffer the penalties of his mis- 
deeds. Mr. Brundige has receiveda number 
of letters from him, one as late as last week, 
wherein he made inquiries as to steps he 
intended to pursue in the matter. For six 
months, at least, there will be no steps of any 
kind taken against Kissane from this court.

SPLENDID PERFORMANCE OF “THE FLY- 
ING DUTCHMAN” AT MUSIC HALL. 


Wagner's Beautiful Opera Given Magnifi- 
cent Musical and Scenic Treatment the 
Last Two Nights of the Season — Steele 
Mackaye’s New Play ‘‘Anarchy’’ Pro- 
duced With Success at Buffalo— Descrip- 
tion of the Play—John S. Clarke’s Visit to 
America. 


It is singular, but true, that the less Wagner 
liked himself the more popular he became,and 
those works which he tossed aside are more 
acceptable to the masses than his cherished 
masterpieces. 

The Flying Dutchman’’ is one of his dis- 
owned productions, and yet to the average 
listener it is one of the most enjoyable of his 
operas. It reveals Wagner at his transition 
period, and while the theme is worked out in 
the masterly spirit of harmony which distin- 
guished his later works, it is threatened with 
exquisite lyrics which fairly captivate the ear 
and taste. 

The subject is strangely attractive to all 
who are drawn by the dark and serious yet 
thoroughly poetic legends of the Northiands. 
It is asubject fullof the fatefull philosophy 
of the country, but tinged with romance, 
and hence it is asubject in which Wagner’s 
genius fairly revels in the musical descrip- 
tion of contending emotions and contrasting 
ideas. Even the most ardent admirers of 
Wagner in his highest reaches cannot regret 
that he had descended to a hh order of 
melody at times if only to show what he 
could do. The opera glows with the legendary 
spirit of the North and is redolent of salt sea 
breezes. While the bieak, rocky shore and the 
stormy and resistiess energy of the ocean 
pervades it, a touch like a gleam of the 
sunshine of devoted love and quiet domestic 
peace is limned on the lurid picture. 

An interpretation of the work which was full 
of fine intelligence and of superb illustration 
was given by the National Opera Company last 
evening. There was not a moment during the 
performance lacking in rare enjoyment. The 
first scene looking seaward trom the rock- 
bound Norwegian shore on a troubled sea, 
with clouds scudding before the rising wind 
and with a ship lying at anchor, was full 


of reality. The vivid flashes of forked light- 
ning presaging a storm and then the whistling 
wind and muttering of thunder as the Dutch- 
man’s vessel with blood-red sails and ghost 
crew rushed into view and swung majesti- 
cally to anchor, made the scene startlingly 
real. The quaint Norwegian interior, with the 
spinning girls and the final storm scene com- 
pleted the perfect illustration of the opera. 

The orchestral interpretation of the work 
was superb and the overture was enthusiasti- 
cally applauded, while the beautiful vocal 
numberg were finely rendered throughout. 
The choruses displayed that admirable train- 
ing, volume, vigor and precision for which 
this chorus is notable. 

The cast was altogether an admirable one 
and gave splendid treatment to all the parts, 
even Mr. Bassett bejng more acceptable than 
usual as Erik. Miss Bertha Pierson gave an 
intelligent dramatic treatment of Senta, her 
recital of the Dutchman’s legend and her duet 
with the Dutchman being impressive and ex- 
cellent, while vocally she was entirely satis- 
factory. William Ludwig’s Dutchman was 
marked by all the impressive strength 
vocally and dramatically, which has distin- 
guished it as one of the finest achievements of 
this admirable artist. Myron Whitney’s Da- 
land was an admirable effort and satisfyingly 

Owerful iu voice. Mr. Fessenden sang the 

eautiful steersman’s song with sweetness 
and skill, making it one of the gems ofthe 
evening, while Mathilde Phillips was excellent 
as Mary. The performance was a treat in 
every way.
